Orders — Should be sent as soon as 
possible after you receive Price List 
and I will reserve plants for you and 
ship when wanted. In ordering, write 
your name and address plainly and 
give your postoffice, county and state 
every time you write. All orders ac- 
knowledged promptly, and notice will 
be mailed when goods are shipped. 

Terms — Payments must be made in 
advance. Remittance may be made by 
Post Office Money Order, Registered 
Letter or Bank Draft. If not conven- 
ient to remit full amount when order 
is sent, remit one-third of the amount 
of the order and I will book your or- 
der and hold for you and you can send 
balance when convenient before ship- 
ment is made. 

I Guarantee — The safe arrival of 
plants when shipped by mail or ex- 
press, by May 1st, if taken from ex- 
press office and opened on arrival and 
will replace any that do not, provid- 


ing you will send me at once your ex- 
press receipt and statement from ex- 
press agent, as to condition and dam- 
age to plants. I guarantee all plants 
shipped by me to be true to name and 
will replace with stock that is true to 
name anyi that prove otherwise, but 
it is understood that in no case will I 
be responsible for any sum greater 
than that actually paid me for the 
plants. 

Shipping Season — from the time 
you receive this catalogue untu about 
May 1st. 

My Plants — are dug fresh from new 
beds that have not borne fruit, trim- 
med ready for planting and tied in 
bunches of 26 for 25 and packed in 
light ventilated crates with plenty of 
damp moss which insures them reach- 
ing you in first class condition.

Parcel Post Shipments — I recommend tliat' small packages be shipped by 
parcel post up to fifth zone. Large packages and longer shipments by ex- 
press. If wanted shipped by parcel post iqdd to prices quoted as follows: 
first and second zones, 8c per 100; 15c per 250; 25c per 500; 50c per 1000. 
Third zone, 12c per 100; 15c per 250; 84c per 1000. Fourth zone, 20c per 100; 
40c per 250; 68c per 500; $1.25 per 1000. Fifth zone, 25c per 100; 50c per 
250. 

Asparagus Roots — Add for e* i 100 plants 20c in first and second zones; 
30c in third zone; 40c in fourth i.^he; 65c in fifth zone.
